Postmaater W. T. West has been ap- 
pointed Custodian of the local site for 
the Lancaster Federal Bailding- His 
instractkns pertaining to Us steward- 
ship are hi detoil and are too long for 
publication. He will have the authori- 
ty to accept proposals for "ground 
rent" for the property, which he will 
forward to Washington for the inspec- 
tion of the department, and in the 
event the proposals are not accepted, 
it is probable that after due notice, the 
govemneiit will reipiira the bai^gs 
on the lot to be reaioved and tiio lot 
loft entirely clear.
